Fears that fast trains into central 
London from Surbiton could be 
lost are mounting as worried com¬ 
muters take umbrage with the 
lack of absolute guarantee over 
continued service levels within 
Crossrail 2 plans. 

Under proposals for the high 
speed rail network, the line would 
cut through New Malden, Berry- 
lands, Surbiton, Kingston, Nor- 
biton, Tolworth and Chessington 
stations. 

It could create 200,000 new 
homes and 200,000 new jobs. 

But those who value existing 
quick services to London Water¬ 
loo are feeling the jitters. 

Commuter John Biltcliffe said: 
“While I strongly support the ad¬ 
ditional capacity and concepts of 
Crossrail 2, the current services 
are stretched beyond capacity as 
can be shown by the amount of 
delays a minor issue can cause. 

“Many of the commuters will 
have taken jobs, bought homes 
and planned their lives around 
the existing train services.” 

If fast train service levels were 
changed these would have a major 
impact on large numbers of peo¬ 
ple across the borough, he added. 

St Mark’s Councillor Liz Green, 
leader of the Liberal Democrat 
opposition, has said she was told 
by Crossrail 2 representatives at a 
consultation event that there 
could be no guarantee of fast 
trains from Surbiton to Waterloo 
in plans for Crossrail 2. 

Consultation documents state: 
“Surbiton would also retain fast 
and semi-fast services into 
Waterloo. 

“These would operate to at least 
the current service levels, with 
the potential to increase the fre¬ 
quency to take advantage of the 
capacity released by Crossrail 2 
services at Waterloo.” 

A Network Rail spokesman 
refused to expand on whether this 
meant existing fast services 
would be reduced from the 
station. 

A Crossrail 2 spokesman told 
worried Kingston Council Liberal 
Democrats on Twitter that fast 
services through Surbiton would 
be protected and there were no

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intentions to cut these, but admit¬ 
ted they could not “make guaran¬ 
tees for 15 years’ time”. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry, who uses the fast 
services from Surbiton, said: “I 
can understand why Crossrail 2 
cannot give any firm commit¬ 
ments on anything when the 
project is subject to consultation 
many years away from delivery. 

“I will be responding to the 
consultation. 

“If the local Lib Dems have any 


suggestions, they can also re¬ 
spond to the consultation as I 
know many residents will be.” 

Liberal Democrats staged a 
“fightback” at Surbiton station on 
the morning of November 26, to 
inform commuters about what 
they fear could happen, and have 
set up a petition to keep the “Sur¬ 
biton Express” and stop Slow- 
biton becoming a reality. 

New Malden resident Liz Meer- 
abeau said: “Would it really hurt 
the residents of Surbiton to share 


a bit, adding a few minutes to 
their journey to give less favoured 
parts of the borough better 
connectivity?” 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “Crossrail 2 is not due 
to be completed for 15 years and 
we know that the overcrowding 
on trains to London is already 
terrible. 

“Whatever service we get the 
increase in trains from all 
stations in the borough has to be 
welcome. 

“No one can guarantee where 
individual trains will stop this far 
out from implementation so let us 
be pleased that new infrastruc¬ 
ture is coming and get concerned 
about the micro-detail when the 
plans are more developed.”

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Pervert ex-leader 
in order breach

Former Kingston Council 
leader Derek Osbourne has 
been re-arrested for allegedly 
breaching his sexual offences 
order. 

The ex-Liberal Democrat 
leader was released from 
prison in October 2014 having 
served half of a two-year sen¬ 
tence for making and dis¬ 
tributing indecent images of 
children. 

The 61-year-old was re¬ 
arrested on Wednesday, 
November 25. 

Osbourne had been the 
leader of the council for more 
than a decade and served the 
borough as a Beverley ward 
councillor for 27 years before 
he was arrested in June 2013. 

He pleaded guilty to 17 
counts of making and dis¬ 
tributing indecent images 
and is believed to have spent 
time in both Wandsworth and 
Brixton prisons. 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said: “The council 
has been made aware that Mr 
Osbourne has been arrested 
for breach of his licence 
conditions. 

“The council has no other 
information. This is a police 
matter.” 

Posting under the online 


pseudonym of Dave Strider, 
Osbourne posted images in¬ 
cluding extreme images of 
children, animals and vio¬ 
lence against women. 

Donald Findlater is director 
of research and development 
at Surrey-based child protec¬ 
tion charity Lucy Faithfull 
Foundation, which works 
with sex offenders to help 
them manage their thoughts 
and behaviour. 

He said: “People should be 
in no doubt whatsoever that 
viewing or sharing sexual 


images of anyone under 18 is 
a serious crime. It’s a crime 
precisely because the chil¬ 
dren that appear in these im¬ 
ages are real children. 

“While we don’t know how 
the sex offender order was 
breached in this particular 
case, it is important to note 
that it is rare for such breach¬ 
es to occur - fewer than 5 per 
cent of arrested and convict¬ 
ed internet sex offenders go 
on to breach their order.” 

Osbourne was bailed until 
May. 


Late night plans get on 
residents’ wrong side 


The owner of a business cen¬ 
tre in Chessington has found 
himself in a war of words 
with residents over claims he 
plans to turn the centre into a 
“strip club”. 

Richard Hunt, owner of 
Chessington Business Centre 
in Cox Lane, applied for a li¬ 
cence in May to serve alcohol 
at the centre, which provides 
office space and conference 
facilities for businesses. 

A council sub-committee 
rejected the application on 
the grounds of “prevention of 
public nuisance”. 

A revised licence was 
agreed after Mr Hunt appeal¬ 
ed against the decision, 
prompting outrage from 
residents. 

But Mr Hunt said: “If you 
have an event that goes on 
until 10 o’clock, most people 
at that time of the evening 
want to have a drink. 

“They put out there that I 
was opening a strip club and 
a nightclub and it was just 
completely out of order. 

“I am a businessman, it is 
not a nightclub. I am not 
doing anything wrong and it 
is evident that the whole area 
and the residents should be 
grateful to me.” 

The business centre was 
granted a compromised li¬ 
cence by Kingston Council 
for the supply of alcohol, live 
music, recorded music and 
performances until 7.30pm 
from Monday to Friday and 
until 9.30pm from Thursday 
to Saturday. 

It was also granted opening 


hours until 11pm for 50 extra 
days a year. 

The decision has led to a 
bitter exchange between Mr 
Hunt and residents on social 
media, with the business 
owner even threatening legal 
action against the protesters. 

Chessington resident Car¬ 
ole Auger said: “Our concern 
has also been the closeness of 
the venue to residential 
homes. We accepted a com¬ 
promise might have to be 
made, but we are disappoint¬ 
ed that 50 late-night exten¬ 
sions were granted. 

“The council has not given 
us an explanation why resi¬ 
dents’ concerns were pushed 
aside.” 

Chessington North Coun¬ 
cillor Andrew Day sat in on 
the original hearing into the 
application in May. 

He said: “My original feel¬ 
ing reflects that of the resi¬ 
dents’ concerns about roads 
and traffic, and we felt that it 
was against the terms of the 
Licensing Act. 

“I think it [the compro¬ 
mised licence] was unfortu¬ 
nately the best we could hope 
for.” 

Jim Taylor, of Chessington 
Residents’ Association, said: 
“It is a residential area and 
this sort of thing causes con¬ 
cerns of noise and people 
coming out late. 

“There is nowhere to park. 

“They have came up with 
an almost workable idea, it 
sounds reasonable, but if I 
lived in the area I would not 
want it at all.”

Bruce McDonald joined the 
council in 1980 as an officer 
before becoming director in 
1991, and was appointed chief 
executive of the borough in 
2000 . 

It is believed he left his post 
last week on Thursday, 
November 26. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said Mr McDonald had 
agreed it was “time for new 
long-term leadership”. 

He added: “I have known 
Bruce for many years and 
consider him a friend. 

“During his time as chief 
executive he has led 
the authority with quiet 
dignity and seen many fine 
achievements. 

“He has always put 
Kingston first and ensured 
that we remain one of the 
best local authorities in the 
country - we have much to 
thank him for. 

“He has a record he can be 
proud of, but no one can go 
on forever. 

“He leaves with our thanks 
and best wishes for the 
future.” 




The Conservative adminis¬ 
tration came into power in 
May 2014. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor Liz Green said: “I 
am surprised at the timing of 
it. I do not think Kevin realis¬ 
es how much of the council’s 
savings were delivered by 
Bruce and how he held the 
team, the staff, together dur¬ 
ing difficult times. 

“He has kept staff satisfac¬ 
tion quite high despite cuts. 

“He had a really strong 
team, but Bruce really 
held it together - they 
are not realising that. 

“I worked very close¬ 
ly with Bruce and I 
trust him.

“I have huge pride in what 
has been achieved in 
Kingston over my 35 years 
here, particularly in the 
more than 15 years as chief 
executive.” 

Mr Whitehouse and direc¬ 
tor of place Roy 
Thompson will take 
on a joint interim 
chief executive role 
until a new one is 
found. 

Councillor Davis 
added: “We will im¬ 
mediately begin con¬ 


sidering what long¬ 
term management we 
need in place to take us 
forward.”

Police are appealing for two 
taxi drivers to come forward 
after a 19-year-old woman was 
allegedly raped in Kingston 
University student accommo¬ 
dation after visiting Pryzm 
nightclub.

'Drastic rethink’ needed to avoid more tragedies 


Concerns have been raised 
about lorries using narrow 
residential roads during rush 
hour after 14-year-old Lavna 
Chuttoo died in New Malden 
last week. 

Lavna Chuttoo was killed in 
Lime Grove at the junction 
with Coombe Road while 
walking with friends to 
Coombe Girls’ School on 
Tuesday, November 17. The 
driver of the lorry stopped 
and was not arrested. 

David Hoddinott, 63, of Ely 
Close, said: “The Lime Grove 
junction with Coombe Road is 
particularly bad as you have 
to be aware of traffic entering 
and leaving Lime Grove and 
Cambridge Avenue. 

“I avoid driving in New 


Malden High Street and sur¬ 
rounding areas at busy times 
of day as it is usually just too 
congested. A drastic rethink 
is needed very quickly if we 
want to avoid further 
tragedies.” 

Tony Scott is the boss of the 
New Malden branch of 
builders’ merchant Travis 
Perkins, which sees heavy 
goods vehicles drive into its 
site, near the junction at 
Lime Grove, where Lavna 
was hit. 

He said: “It was not speed 
that caused that. I don’t know 
what they can do about it to 
be honest. It’s not safe, people 
just turn into it [Lime Grove] 
not necessarily looking. 

“It’s very busy along here at 


that time of morning. There’s 
schools around here so 
there’s a lot of schoolchil¬ 
dren about.” 

Heavy goods vehicles with¬ 
out safety equipment to pro¬ 
tect cyclists and pedestrians 
were banned throughout 
Greater London under 
Transport for London’s first 
safer lorry scheme in 
September. 

The day after Lavna was 
killed, London Cycling Cam¬ 
paign handed a petition con¬ 
taining 13,000 signatures to 
London mayor Boris Johnson 
calling on the mayor to 
further the scheme and “end 
lorry danger”. 

The petition calls for a rush 
hour ban, “direct vision” 


lorries and stronger 
enforcement. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said: “I can cer¬ 
tainly see that heavy goods 
vehicles do pose a greater 
risk than cars do both to 
pedestrians and cyclists. I 
can see the case for banning 
them and I will be dis¬ 
cussing it with Transport 
for London.” 

Bob Reid, 56, of Buxton 
Drive, New Malden, said: 
“I’ve been driving for 40 
something years. No heavy 
goods vehicle is going to use 
the back roads purely as a cut 
through. They are there for a 
delivery. 

“That sort of thing doesn’t 
get delivered in a smart car.” 


Parents campaign for 
box on ‘dangerous’ road 


A “dangerous” pedestrian 
crossing outside a Tolworth 
primary school is causing 
children to almost get run 
over on a “weekly basis”, ac¬ 
cording to worried parents. 

Drivers are unknowingly 
driving through a pedestrian 
crossing at the junction at the 
top of Tolworth’s Green way 
due to unsafe lighting pat¬ 
terns, parents of children at 
Our Lady Immaculate 
School, in Ewell Road, have 
said. 

Sally Kiely, 40, of Stokesby 
Road, Chessington, said: “It’s 
really bad, no matter which 
way you’re coming. 

“You’re just shouting at 
people turning, but it’s not 
really their fault because you 
can’t see the green man.” 

A petition has been started 
by the parents calling on 
Transport for London to in¬ 
troduce a yellow box at the 
junction to tackle the 
problem. 


It has so far gathered 262 
signatures. 

The petition states: “A yel¬ 
low box stopping cars queu¬ 
ing over the junction and 
additional lights telling the 
cars the lights are green for 
‘walk’ are urgently needed.” 

Safety concerns at the 
crossing were first raised two 
years ago when the junction 
was left without a lollipop 
lady for seven weeks. 

Headteacher Tim Sheehan 
said: “The safety of the chil¬ 
dren is of paramount impor¬ 
tance to us and we support 
any potential improvements 
to the crossing by the school, 
which will help to keep the 
children safe.” 

The group planned to pre¬ 
sent the petition to council¬ 
lors at the next south of the 
borough neighbourhood 
committee meeting on 
Wednesday, December 2.

The Viper Rooms has 
introduced an “experienced 
picker” who watches the 
nightclub’s door camera be¬ 
fore deciding which clubbers 
should be let in. 

But angry clubbers have 
hit out at the nightclub’s 
door policy, claiming it is 
“too strict” and unfair. 

One customer, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I 
used to go to McClusky’s all 
the time and visited the 
Viper Rooms once before the 
licensing was changed with 
no issue. 

“I have never been kicked 
out of any club and have a 
clean record, so there is no 
reason I or my friends 
should have been turned 
away.” 

The club was rebranded by 
owner Harewood as an up¬ 
market cocktail bar at the 
end of August after more 
than a decade as McClusky’s. 

Kingston Council imposed 
a list of 14 conditions on the 
new nightclub earlier this 
month after a fight involving 
a former staff member and 
the manager’s cousin tem¬ 
porarily closed the venue 
down at the end of October. 

Harewood’s Paul Kinsey 
said: “The Viper Rooms is 
Kingston’s most stylish 
venue and unashamedly 
operates a strict door policy. 

“But our policy isn’t based

on outdated dress codes or 
obscure rules. 

“We have one admission 
rule, which is that if we be¬ 
lieve that you, or someone 
with you, would be likely to 
spoil the night if we admit¬ 
ted you and your group, we 
refuse the whole group. 

“We have an experienced 
‘picker’ based behind a cam¬ 
era in the office who, judges 
whether they think the peo¬ 
ple trying to get in are right 
or not.” 

The new licensing condi¬ 
tions for the riverside venue 
in Thames Street include a 
decreased club capacity, 
down from 920 to 750 people, 
an earlier last admission 
time of 12.30am and an earli¬ 
er closing time.

X-ray mix up led 
to death of man

Kingston Hospital has ad¬ 
mitted “inadequate” care 
and a “devastating mis¬ 
take” by doctors looking 
at the wrong x-ray con¬ 
tributed to the death of a 
East Molesey grandfather. 

Former architect Antho¬ 
ny Osborne, 82, died after 
being prescribed drugs 
that caused his heart to 
fail, when doctors mixed 
his x-ray up with someone 
else’s. 

Despite having had 
prostate cancer diag¬ 
nosed, Mr Osborne was 
described as “fit and ener¬ 
getic” by his family and 
had not long arrived back 
from a walking holiday in 
Crete when he was admit¬ 
ted to Kingston Hospital 
in April 2012. 

He died on May 5, 2012, 
but Kingston Hospital has 
only just admitted its lia¬ 
bility into his death and 
settled with the family for 
an “undisclosed sum”. 

His wife Helen said: “He

was complaining of severe 
breathlessness and weak¬ 
ness. Doctors just seemed 
to fob us off, telling me he 
was an old man with a 
weak heart and it was the 
side effects of the drugs 
and it would get better. 

“He had a chest x-ray 
done to look for any heart 
problems. 

“We later found out they 
had mixed him up with 
someone of the same 
name who didn’t have 
heart failure.” 

Doctors then carried on 


treating Mr Osborne in 
the false belief that there 
was nothing wrong with 
his heart and failed to 
refer him to a cardiologist. 

It has now been accepted 
by the hospital that had 
this referral been made, 
Mr Osborne would most 
likely have been success¬ 
fully treated. 

In an apology letter sent 
to Mrs Osborne, more 
than three years after her 
husband died, Kingston 
Hospital’s said it was: 
“truly sorry that the care 
and support Mr Osborne 
received was inadequate”. 

Mrs Osborne said: “We 
did not want to take legal 
action, but during corre¬ 
spondence and meetings 
with the hospital, we felt 
patronised and fobbed off. 

“In general I think 
Kingston Hospital is very 
good, but legal action 
seemed to be the only way 
to make them realise what 
they had done.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Kingston Hospital said 
that new safeguards had 
been put in place to avoid 
this happening again.

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Man admits acid attack

An Old Malden man has admitted attack¬ 
ing a mother-of-six with acid leaving her 
with severe burn marks for life. 

Geoffrey Midmore, 26, of Sheephouse 
Way, pleaded guilty to one count of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm with intent 
when he appeared at Southampton 
Crown Court on Monday, November 16. 


His victim, 37-year-old Carla Whitlock, 
feared she would lose her sight in one eye 
following the attack outside the Turtle 
Bay bar in Southampton’s Guildhall 
Square on Friday, September 18. 

About six hours later, Mr Midmore 
posted a status on his Facebook page that 
said: “I’ve done something really f***ing 
bad its a proper mad ting sad ting.” His 
Facebook account was deleted soon after. 
A date is yet to be set for his sentencing. 

Younger brother Billy Midmore, 22, also 
of Sheephouse Way in Old Malden, 


denied the charge when he appeared in 
the same court as his sibling last Monday. 

He will appear at Southampton Crown 
Court for a plea and case management 
hearing on January 15, with a trial provi¬ 
sionally set to begin from March 29,2016. 

A 22-year-old man, arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of conspiracy to cause grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent and assisting an 
offender, has been bailed until January 
11. A 33-year-old woman from Kent, ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of assisting an of¬ 
fender, has been bailed until January 26.

Irina (pic¬ 
ture) enjoyed the EPP course so much 
that she decided to train as a volunteer 
tutor to help other local people. 

"I thoroughly enjoyed the course. It is 
interesting and well structured, it gave 
me a good understanding of how to 
manage and improve the quality of my 
life despite my chronic condition. I found 
the action planning really gave me the 
motivation to do things which I didn't 
feel able to do before. 

"The course changed my attitude 
towards life. Now, I don't see much 
need to visit the GP very often which 
saves time for both of us." 


Several local people living with chronic 
conditions have benefited from EPP 


including Eileen (not her real name). 

Eileen was living with severe pain and 
mobility problems as a result of her 
severe arthritis. She came to the Expert 
Patients Programme Self-management 
Course on the recommendation of her 
GP. She was also encouraged by the 
reports that she had received from a 
friend who had attended a course. 

Eileen was a very keen gardener but, 
she could no longer go into her garden 
and do the simplest of tasks that had 
given her so much pleasure before. Her 
arthritis condition had got worse. Since 
attending the course, Eileen was able to 
get back to her gardening and feels that 
she has got her life back. 

The course is led by two people who, 
themselves, have a long-term health 
condition and have attended the course. 
This helped Eileen feel the ideas from 
the course were based on practical, 
every day experiences of local people 
like her rather than mere theoretical, 
'evidence-based', academic material. 

EPP helps participants develop a clear, 
structured route to an action plan. By 
using a structured approach to Action 
Planning, Eileen was able to make plans, 
build her confidence and within a few 
sessions was back working away with her 
primulas and roses. 

The keys to a good action plan are: 

1) The plan, however small or large, 
must be something you want to do [it 
should not be something someone else 
tells you to do - they never happen!]. 

2) Whatever you are planning to do, it 
must be achievable. 

3) It needs to be action-specific. [For 
example: you want to lose some weight - 
that's not 'action-specific', that's the 
outcome you want to achieve. On the 
other hand, eating from a smaller 
dinner-plate at each meal would be.]. 

A) Your plan needs to answer the 
following questions: 

- What is it you are going to do? 

-How much? 


- When are you going to do it? [If 
you say when you are going to do 
something, you are much more likely to 
do it rather than leaving it to chance.] 

- How often? Once a day, three times a 
week, etc.? 

5) How confident are you that you can 
achieve this plan? Mark it out of 10. If it 
is less than 7 out of 10 then that 
suggests that you do not feel very 
confident that you will succeed in your 
plan. Maybe you want to revise the plan 
to make it more achievable?

‘Hitler’s chief spy’ 
lived in Surbiton

A notorious double agent, once 
dubbed “Hitler’s chief spy” dur¬ 
ing World War II, used Norbiton 
and Surbiton as his main bases of 
operations, it can be revealed. 

Welshman Arthur Owens sent 
controlled messages to Nazi offi¬ 
cials in Hamburg from Parklands, 
Surbiton, and later from Norbiton 
Avenue, Norbiton. 

Under the codename Snow, a 
partial anagram of his name 
given to him by MI5, Owens’ life is 
unravelled through a new book by 
historian James Hayward. 

The shady and at times treach¬ 
erous life of the double agent, and 
his spying in the borough, is de¬ 
tailed in Double Agent Snow: The 
True Story of Arthur Owens, 
Hitler’s Chief Spy in England. 

Mr Hayward said: “Some of it 
was sensitive information that 
MI5 would not have wanted send¬ 
ing over. He will have used a radio 
set in Surbiton to make broad¬ 
casts to Germany.” 

Owens originally came to the at¬ 
tention of MI5 for his business 
trips to Germany in the 1930s. 

After successfully providing

British officials with information 
on German warships and Zep¬ 
pelins, Owens was introduced to 
German spy Nicklaus Ritter in 
1937. 

But he was soon lured 
in by the money spying for Ger¬ 
many offered. 

In 1939, Owens moved to 
12 Parklands with his mistress 
and began using a transmitter to 
broadcast weather reports to 


Germany from the bathroom. 

Mr Hayward added: “One of his 
jobs was to send out daily weather 
broadcasts, but soon MI5 man¬ 
aged to find him and arrest him.” 

After a brief stint in 
Wandsworth prison during the 
opening week of the war, Owens 
was released and moved to 9 Nor¬ 
biton Avenue, Norbiton. 

Here, he began relaying mes¬ 
sages - this time controlled by 
MI5 - to his contacts in Hamburg. 

His stay in Norbiton 
Avenue was brief as Owens’ in¬ 
creasing usefulness allowed MI5 
to move him to a large house in 
Richmond. 

Owens, however, continued to 
use rented properties in Kingston 
to send messages not authorised 
by MI5. 

Despite this, he remained useful 
to MI5 during the war’s early 
years and helped deliver numer¬ 
ous German spies to the secret 
service. 

Mistrust led to his arrest 
in 1941 and he remained in prison 
for four years. 

He was released after the Nor¬ 
mandy landings in June 1944.

First came the release of her debut 
film and now she has been named 
on an industry list recognising 
up-and-coming talent. 

Released in May, Man Up is about 
single thirty-something Nancy from 
Wandsworth (US actress Lake Bell) 
who is mistaken for the blind date 
Jack (Simon Pegg) has been waiting 
for under the clock at Waterloo 
Station - and she decides to go with 
it. 

Earlier this month, she was 
included in Bafta's Breakthrough 
Brits for 2015 - a list of a dozen up- 
and-coming creatives in film, TV and 
gaming which included seven south 
Londoners. We caught up with Tess - 
a lecturer at Royal Holloway 
University - to talk about Man Up 
and her south London roots. 

What does being a Breakthrough 
Brit entail, what opportunities 
does it present? It entails lots of 
amazing stuff, like meeting with 
people in the industry who you've 
always admired and respected - I've 
aimed quite high, in terms of who I 
want to meet! 

I understand you wrote Man Up 
on spec - how did you find the pro¬ 
cess of writing it? I did indeed write 
it on spec - and I loved doing that. 

It was a very liberating experience 
- I had no-one expecting anything 
from it, apart from me, of course. 

It was also very much a last chance 
saloon script - I'd been writing for 
about 13 years, and just felt like I 
wasn't really getting anywhere. I 
said to my friends and family, if this 
doesn't work, I'll go out and get a 
proper job. 

How much of the film was 
inspired by your own life? Oh so 
much of my own life. I always think, 
write who you know, not just what. 

Also, a man did come up to me, 
under the clock at Waterloo Station, 
and think I was his blind date. So I 
used that as the premise for the 
film, and channelled my failed 
relationships into the script. 

How did you become a screen¬ 
writer? I did a film and TV degree, 
and while I was studying, I won the 
Lloyds Bank Channel Four Film Chal¬ 
lenge, for a short film I wrote called 
Beer Goggles. After I left uni, I be¬ 
came a journalist for a few years, as I

knew I wanted to write in some form. 

I used to interview lots of the Hol- 
lyoaks cast, and found out that they 
were looking for new writers. So I 
interviewed, wrote a trial script, 
went to storyline meetings, and they 
finally hired me. 

Wandsworth and London both 
feature in the film, why did you 
choose to set it here? Wandsworth 
is where I was born, and where I still 
live, so that was a way to show a 
more suburban side of London. It's 
such a great city, and I wanted to 
show my version of it. 

How important has south London 
been to your life? So important! My 
Dad is actually from Blackheath - 
and we moved to Wandsworth in 
1978, and we've never left. 

My parents also had an antique 
shop on the Wandsworth Bridge 
Road for about 20 years. I went to 
school in South London, all my for¬ 
mative years were spent there. 

Once the film got picked up, how 
easily did it come together? It's got 
a great cast and director, so pre¬ 
sumably it took a while? Man Up 


was about four years, 
from script to screen, 
which is actually quite 
fast for a film. 

We got Simon Pegg 
about a year into the 
process, when I'd worked 
on the script some more, 
and then Ben Palmer, our 
brilliant director, came on 
board about six months 
after him, and finally, we 
found our Nancy, in Lake, 
about three months after 
that. 

What's next for you? I'm 
writing a new rom-com for 
Big Talk and BBC Films, and 
a TV pilot for Lucky 
Giant/NBC, and at some 
point, I will sleep and recover 
and write another spec. It 
worked so well for me last 
time!

The Government's Stamp Duty 
changes announced in the recent 
Autumn Statement came as a 
surprise and has resulted in a 
great deal of debate inside the 
property industry and further afield. 

George Osborne announced 
changes to the Stamp Duty levy to 
those looking to purchase a second 
home or a Buy-to-Let investment 
which will come into effect on or 
after April 1 next year. 

Essentially, the new legislation 
has been put in place to level the 
playing field between buy-to-let 
investors, second home owners 
and first time buyers. 

Those looking to purchase a 
second home or Buy-to-Let 
investment on or after April 1,2016 
will pay an additional 3 per cent 
Stamp Duty levy, which will be 
introduced at a lower starting point 
of £40,000 rather than £125,000. 

The Chancellor's changes mean 
that each Stamp Duty Land Tax 
(SDLT) band will go up by 3 per cent 
for Buy-To-Let properties as follows 
from next April 1: 

• Property purchase of £40,000 
to £125,000 - Stamp Duty will be 
levied at 3 per cent (currently 

0 per cent). 

• Up to £250,000 - 5 per cent 
(currently 2 per cent). 


• Up to £925,000 - 8 per cent 
(currently 5 per cent). 

• Up to £1.5m -13 per cent 
(currently 10 percent). 

• Over £1.5m -15 per cent 
(currently 12 percent). 

What does this means for home- 
owners and for investment buyers? 

The announcement is likely to 
encourage more sellers to put their 
property on the market so we 
expect to see increased levels of 
activity on the sales side. 

For investor landlords, the 
changes represent a chance to 
enter into the property investment 
market - or add to existing property 
portfolios - now and ensure com¬ 
pletion of any purchases is before 
April 1. Another consideration is 
large scale investment. Landlords 
with more than 15 properties will be 
exempt from higher Stamp Duty 
rates and this will be a viable and 


attractive option for some investors.
